Bolin, Haberstroh endorsed amid sanctions

Three former Associated Students 
Inc. executive candidates have en- 
dorsed current executive candidates 
John Haberstroh and Jonathon. Bolin 
even as they faced sanctions prohib- 
iting them from handing out printed 
materials until 8 a.m. this morning. 

The Board of Elections penalized 
Haberstroh and Bolin for “excessive 


posting.” The running mates placed © 


500 door hangers across campus. 

Still, former presidential candi- 
dates James Suazo and Nicholas 
Donn, and former vice presidential 
candidate Jorge Soriano have . en- 
dorsed Haberstroh and Bolin. 

“T love it. I think it’s great,’ Bolin 
said. “We had a great relationship 
with everyone who ran against us.” 

Haberstroh agreed and said that 
the former candidates endorsing him 
had similar campaign ideas. 


Since facing sanctions for Elec- 
tion Handbook violations, Bolin said 
he and his running mate have found 
more creative ways to campaign and 
“think more outside the box.” 

The running mates stood outside the 
College of Business Administration 
building at 8:30 a.m. and outside the 
Social Sciences Public Administration 
building at noon with painted signs, 
talking to students as they walked by. 

Presidential candidate Stephen 
Thomas, who filed the petition against 
Haberstroh and Bolin, said that such vi- 
olations are unfair to other candidates. 

“My concern was that if candidates 
are going to break the rules thinking 
that it’s just going to be okay ... and 
then just pay a fine, then that delegiti- 
mizes the integrity of the candidates 


‘in the election,” Thomas said. 


Government Elections Officer Leo 
Palomera approved of the painted signs 
used by the duo Tuesday. 

“Me personally, I would rather see 
people actually competing rather than 
trying to get each other on little tech- 
nicalities,’ Palomera said. . 

Bolin agreed. .

“Our opponents are trying to com- 
plain about everything we’re doing,” 
Bolin said. ”They’re not really focus- 
ing on their own campaign. They’re 
just trying to hurt our own.”

Good news for students who enjoy 
downing fresh juice or a smoothie af- 
ter working out — a Robeks will be 
opening in the Student Recreation and 
Wellness Center this summer. 

For the first time since Fresh Foods 
Café Express shut down in November 
2010, the SRWC will have a perma- 
nent food and drink vendor. The café 
closed less than three months after 
the SRWC opened in fall 2010 due to 
low sales. 

In January 2011, Associated Stu- 


dents Inc. opened a temporary snack 


center in place of Fresh Foods, intend- 
ed to be in operation until the SRWC 
found a permanent vendor. 

There is currently only one Robeks 
location on campus, in the University 
Student Union. 

“The Robeks inside the USU is not 
moving — we will be opening another 
one,” Christina Esparza, ASI commu- 
nications coordinator, said via email. 
“We anticipate it opening sometime in 
the summer.” 

According to Esparza, menu items 
may include, but are not limited to, 
smoothies, sandwiches and wraps, 
soups and salads, fresh fruit, organic 
and specialty coffees, healthy snacks, 
energy/sports drinks, protein bars, yo- 
gurt, oatmeal, and other healthy food 
menu options. 

According to Esparza, Robeks was 
chosen because it has been a success- 
ful business in the USU for more than 
a decade. Also, student surveys re- 
vealed that students wanted a juice and 
smoothie bar in the SRWC. 

Now, the space requires modifica- 
tions to accommodate the new Robeks. 

“Vendors are chosen by students, by 
way of the elected University Student 
Union Board of Trustees,’ Esparza 
said. “That is also a process in itself,

California universities 
are attempting to 
ensure adequate LGBT 
services.

California state schools may begin 


asking students for their sexual ori- © 


entation on college applications next 


year as part of an effort to gather in- 
formation on lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender services offered at Univer- 
sity of California and California State 
University campuses. 

-According to the Los Angeles 
Times, a private school in Illinois, 
Elmhurst College, was the first to ask 
students for their sexual orientation. 
Still, the CSU system would contain 
the largest amount of campuses to ask 
students for their sexual orientation. 

Assembly member Marty Block’s 


AB 620 bill, now state*law, requires’ 


California State Universities, Univer- 


sity of California campuses and com- 
munity colleges to create harassment, 
intimidation and bullying policies in 
their student conduct rules. 

The law also requires a designated 
employee at each campus to help 
LGBT faculty, staff and students, ac- 
cording to the Equality California 
website. 

Block’s bill would not require stu- 
dents to reveal their sexual orientation 
on applications. 

“The legislative intent of the law is to 
ensure adequate campus services,” said 


Erik Fallis, a CSU spokesperson. “The 


information would likely be gathered 
through the [enrollment forms], and no 
person would be obligated to respond.” 

Services provided by the Cal State 
Long Beach LGBT Student Resource 
Center include student-run campus 
events and support groups; social 
events; student organizations such as 
Gay-Straight Alliance, Delta Lambda 


Phi and Queer Ink; and faculty, staff 


and student assistants. 

National Coming Out Week, Trans- 
gender Day of Remembrance, World 
AIDS Day and Lavender Graduation 
are a few of the major events hosted by 


CSULB LGBT groups. 

Michelle Panabe, LGBT Resource 
Center student assistant, said that this 
new rule would not necessarily be ben- 
eficial to students. 

“T realize that ... the. application 
form [is to] get a general idea of how 
many LGBT students are coming onto 
campus and how much resources we’re 
probably going to need if we have an 
increase in numbers,” Panabe said.

Although many students did not 
agree with the protesters’ views, the 
group had previously been on cam- 
pus and got clearance to be here under 
their First Amendment right to free 
speech, Brown said. ; 

University Police stayed during the 
protest to monitor activity and keep 
the peace.

Cal States are planning to change 
college applications to ask students 
about their sexual orientation. CSU’s 
will implement the change for the fall

include the voluntary poll has the sup- 
port of gay activist groups, but some 
are saying the question is a potential 
invasion of privacy. 

Asking students to identify their 
sexual orientation is getting a little 
personal, but the schools are adding 
it to comply with AB 620, a law that 
encourages UC’s and CSU’s to provide 
access to student services to accom- 
modate the LGBT community. 

Asking for sexual orientation could 
be a good idea, as it will give the uni- 
versity a better view of their student 
body. 

Universities like to promote diver- 
sity, so asking for sexual orientation 
will give universities a more accurate 
account of campus diversity. 

The UC interim diversity coordina- 
tor, Jesse Bernal stated that adding 
the question would “send a positive 
message of inclusiveness to LGBT stu- 
dents and creates an environment that 
is inclusive and welcoming of diverse 
populations.” 

The law is also meant to discourage 
bullying and discrimination. Being 
more in tune to the diversity of the 
student body will also give campuses 
a chance to improve or add social ser- - 
vices like counseling or scholarships. 

Sen. Tom Harman (R-Huntington 
Beach) argues that asking prospective 


What should college applications inquire about? 
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freshman to identify their sexual orientation is an invasion of priva- 
cy. The fact that the question is voluntary leaves students a choice, 


but there are other issues that make the change questionable. 

Students filling out freshman applications are usually 17 or 18 
and at that age some students may not be ready to openly address 
their orientation or discuss it with their parents or peers. 

Seeing the orientation question on an application could lead to 
pressure or stress that students do not need to deal with when fillin 
out while applying to school. : 

And there is also the possibility that some students have not even 


figured out their orientation. Again, the fact that answering the 
question is voluntary should help alleviate any pressure felt by the 
student. 


Universities should consider leaving a decline to answer option 
as well for students who may not be sure how to identify them- 
selves. 

There is also the argument that asking students to identify their 
sexual orientation will be divisive to the student body and is just 
excessive labeling. Cal State applications are pretty impersonal 
since they do not require any personal statements or essays. So why 


the sudden interest in something as personal as a student’s sexual 
orientation? Will the change just give students another box to check 
or will it be something more significant? 

UC’s have already added the question and the Cal States will 
add it to common applications next year. Adding more services and 
scholarships is a good reason to ask the question. It is true, adding 
more student services to universities could increase student fees, 
but universities will not add those services unless the applications 
reflect an incredibly high demand. And even if they did, at least the 
money will be directly helping students. 


PlayStation’s new console will change the way people buy games

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It has also been announced that old PS3 games 
that people have purchased will not be able to be 
played on the new system. 

This makes no sense at all. Why would Sony 
want to alienate some of their audience by limit- 
ing their ability to play games that they’ve paid 
for? 

As we move into an entirely digital world we 
have to realize that we are giving up some of our 
freedom. 

We no longer own any kind of physical copy 
of media that we pay real money for, and we are 
losing the ability to share the media that we love 
with the people that we love. 

To me, a world in which I can’t even let a 
friend borrow a book that I like without lending 
him my $300 iPad is flawed.

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Munger’s plan for education will benefit students in California 


Education is the fuel of the future, but in Cali- 
fornia it seems that future is running out of gas. 
The state has been experiencing fiscal problems 
for many years now and, as a result, its schools 
have suffered the sting of massive budget cuts. 

California’s student-to-teacher ratio is one of 
the lowest in the nation, and spending per student 
is also markedly below that of most states. 

In an effort to help balance the budget and pro- 
vide money for schools, Governor Jerry Brown, 
in acompromise with the California Federation of 
Teachers, has proposed an increase in both sales 
and incomes taxes. Se 

This plan, however, is inferior to that of Molly 
Munger’s, whose “Our Children Our Future” tax 
initiative would more effectively raise funds for 
K-12 schools. 

In these drastic times, there isn’t enough 
revenue to provide schools with the necessary 
funds to enable students to succeed and become 
productive individuals. 


Governor Brown realizes this, but both his 
original and revamped proposals are woefully 
insufficient. — 

His original proposal consisted of a half-cent 
sales tax hike along with a slight income tax 
increase for wealthier Californians. 

Most of the money would be for balancing 
the budget, but some would go to schools, with 
the threat of more cuts to 
schools if it wasn’t approved. 

In assessing this budget 
plan, the Legislative Ana- 
lyst’s Office wrote that rais- 
ing income taxes on wealthy individuals would 
further destabilize the state’s tax system. 

The LAO noted that the wealthiest individuals 
filing taxes in California contribute approxi- 
mately 40 percent of income taxes in the state, 
and if this were to happen it would “become more 
dependent on this uncertain revenue source.” 

Moreover, the LAO cited history as an example

of how heavy reliance on such an unstable rev- 
enue source can compromise the state’s estimated 
future revenue. 

But if Brown’s original proposal is flawed, his 
new one is even more so. 

It would raise the sales tax by only a quarter of 
a cent for four years, and would feature a heftier 
and longer tax increase for the wealthy lasting 
seven years, thus making 
the tax system even more 
unbalanced. 

Not to mention the plan 
would use most of the 
funds for balancing the budget. 

Munger’s tax plan not only adds stability to 
California’s tax system, but it allocates most of its 
revenue toward K-12 schools. 

Her plan would raise taxes progressively for 
everyone, with the exception of the destitute. 

Political commentator George Skelton high- 
lights the fact that this plan would be more stabi- 


lizing as it taxes almost everyone in California, as 
opposed to Brown’s destabilizing tax plan. 

Skelton also writes that Munger’s proposed 
initiative would raise more money than Brown’s, 
and more on schools. 

Skelton said that by implementing the plan 
“ultimately 85 percent of all the revenue would 
be spent on K-12 schools and 15 percent on early 
childhood ed.” 

Thus, while more taxes are undesirable, to 
support schools so that they don’t fall further into 
poverty and disrepair, Californians should vote 
for Munger’s plan. 

The plan not only raises more money for 
schools, but also relies on almost the entire state, 
not just the rich. 

After all, education is for everyone, not just the 
wealthy. Every California citizen should have to 
pay for it.

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American 
Idiot’ play 
captivating’

Green Day’s “American Idiot” al- 
bum comes to life inthe musical of the 
same name, now being presented at the 
Ahmanson Theatre in Los Angeles. 

The show revolves’ around three 
friends — Johnny (Van Hughes), Will 
(Jake Epstein of “Degrassi: The Next 
Generation” fame) and Tunny (Scott J. 
Campbell) -- who are desperate to get 
out of Suburbia. They buy bus tickets 
to move to a bigger city, but Will has 
to stay behind when his girlfriend an- 
nounces she is pregnant. 

When Johnny and Tunny move to the 
city, they find themselves going their 
separate ways, as Tunny decides to 
enlist in the military. Johnny becomes 
lonely, and shares his feelings of sad- 
ness with Will in a letter with the lyr- 
ics to “Boulevard of Broken Dreams.” 
However, he meets Whatshername (Ga- 
brielle McClinton) and falls in love, but 
falls to drug use when he is introduced 
to St. Jimmy (Joshua Kobak), who is a 
figment of Johnny’s imagination. 

Meanwhile, motherhood proves to be 
“Too Much Too Soon” for Will’s girl- 
friend, and she takes the baby and leaves 
him. Tunny also finds himself in a bad

state as he loses the use of one of his legs. 

The storyline follows Johnny, Will 
and Tunny through their separate lives. 
The stage is simple and scarcely chang- 
es, besides the addition of a few props 
and the images on the multiple televi- 
sions across the stage that indicate 
what’s going on. 

Hughes is sensational as Johnny. His 
dramatic shift from a hopeful young 
man to hopeless drug user is quite 
shocking. However, he plays it off well 
and makes it extremely believable. He 
also possesses strong singing talent, 
making the Green Day songs his own, 
adding personal flair to them. 

Epstein is easy to sympathize with. 
Though his dialogue becomes less 
and less as the play progresses, he is 
always on stage right, laying across 
his couch, drinking his sorrows away. 
Even with few words, Epstein success- 
fully captures the audience, and makes 
his change from happy to discouraged 


easily known. 

The choreography in this production 
is also exquisite, complete with aerial 
acts and stage combat. In a hospital 
scene, during “Extraordinary Girl,” 
Tunny is lifted from his bed by a girl 
wearing an “I Dream of Jeannie”-like 
outfit, and then the two perform beauti- 
ful aerial stunts, flipping and spinning 
in the air. The inclusion of stage combat 
is also clever, as Will and his girlfriend 
are seen fighting to the beat of the mu- 
sic in “Too Much Too Soon.” 

However, one of the most captivating 
pieces of choreography is a ballet-like 
dance between Johnny and Whatsher- 
name, as they struggle with each other 
and fight over a tourniquet. They get 
tangled in it, Johnny wraps Whatsher- 
name with it, and the entire dance is 
just one beautiful metaphor that is just 
jaw-dropping to watch. 

The show is flawed in few ways. 
However, like in other musical produc- 


tions, suchas “Rent,” the viewer can get 
lost in the music and distracted from the 
storyline. This, unfortunately, happens 
with “American Idiot,” but the music is 
still incorporated in a skillful way. One 
noteworthy scene is “21 Guns,” where 
the song is used to explain the possible 
consequences of Johnny’s drug usage 
and the sacrifice that Tunny made as a 


~ U.S. soldier. 


Overall, the play is impressive and 
proof at how talented Green Day is. The 
lyrics work extremely well as the basis 
of the storyline, and anyone -- Green 
Day fan or not -- will be easily pleased. 

“American Idiot” runs at the Ahman- 
son Theatre through April 22. Perfor- 
mance times are Tuesdays through Fri- 
days at 8 p.m.; Saturdays at 2 p.m. and 8 
p.m.; and Sundays at | p.m. and 6:30 p.m.

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49ers host Cal Poly 


A fully healthy LBSU 
squad will welcome 
the Mustangs this 
weekend.

The 49ers are out of excuses. 

When the Long Beach State softball 
team takes the field on Friday against 
Cal Poly San Luis Obispo, it will be do- 
ing so with a completely healthy team 
for the first time this year. 

While injuries and illnesses can 
shoulder much of the blame for a 13- 
20 start to the season, several key 
players have returned to the lineup at 
full strength and as head coach Kim 
Sowder says, there is no more room for 
excuses. 

“It’s good to have everybody healthy 
and back on track,” she said. “There’s 
no more time to say ‘maybe next week- 
end,’ or ‘maybe this week.’ It’s time to 
go.” 

Perhaps the biggest return is that of 
senior pitcher Taylor Petty, who made 
her season debut last weekend against 
UC Santa Barbara. 

After battling a bout with pneumonia 
throughout nonconference play, Petty 
threw a two-hit shutout at the Gauchos 
in her first game back. 

“Taylor Petty’s back and she looked 
really, really good,” Sowder said. “She 
looked as good as she’s ever been and 


really kept the hitters off balance.” 
Petty started the series finale with 


four scoreless innings as well, but gave 


up a game-deciding three-run homerun 
in the fifth and was immediately pulled, 

_ “We wanted to use her as much as 
we could but wé should have pulled her 
two batters earlier because when she’s 
tired, she’s done.” 

The good news is, when Petty is 
tired, Sowder can still bring in reigning 
Big West Pitcher of the Year sophomore 
Erin Jones-Wesley. 

The return of Petty will also mean 
fewer innings for Christian Carbajal 
and Amanda Hansen, who are a com- 
bined 0-9 with a 5.14 ERA this season. 

“Tt obviously makes us a better, 
stronger staff,’ Sowder said. “[Petty] 
and Erin [Jones-Wesley] will do the 
majority of the pitching and if we need 
the others to step up, they’re ready. 

She added: “They’ve been throwing 
in practice and staying ready for what- 
ever we need from them, whether it’s a 
couple innings here or there or more.” 

Sophomore catcher Karli Sandoval 
also returned to action last week, go- 
ing 3-for-8 with a double. She had been 
splitting time with junior Dana Garcia 
before losing time due to injury. 

The 49ers will need all the contri- 
butions they can get during Big West 
play, however, as they need to win the 
conference if they want to play in the 
NCAA tournament. 

In order to do that, they will surely 
have to improve on their 1-2 showing 
at Santa Barbara. Cal Poly (8-22) may 


’ be the perfect team to start a hot streak 


against, but Sowder won’t take any 


team lightly. 

“T certainly think this conference is 
wide open and whichever team can get 
hot right now and be consistent down 
the stretch is going to be the one that 
wins,” she said. “We’re going to take 
one team at a time and I don’t look at 
[Cal Poly] any differently. 

Sowder added: “Our focus is on our 
team and what we need to do to be suc- 
cessful. Because when you start look- 


ing eae that’s when it comes back to 
bite you.” 

Sophomore infielder Kim Westund 
leads the Mustangs on the offensive 
side with a .341 batting average, in- 
cluding two homeruns and 19 RBI. 
Sophomore infielder provides the 
power for Cal Poly with a team-high 
three homeruns while batting .259 
with 10 RBI. 

The Mustangs pitching staff is an-
